JEWISH PLAN WORLD WIDE, 
Effort to Restrict Colonial Teast 
Fund to Palestine Defeated. 

A petition of the Jewish Colonial Trust 
fer power from the court to restrict its 
operations to Palestine was dismissed in 
London by the court of chancery. The 
trust has 4 capital of £2,000,000, which 
has been subscribed with the object of 
promoting the welfare of the Jewish race 
in all parts of the world. The managers 
of the trust, who were supported by a 
considerable section of the satockbolders, 
contended that the colonization of Pales- 
tine and neighboring territory was the 
“great ideal of Zionism and the only ob- 
ject worth entertaining.” Inracl Zang- 
will and other dissentients bitterly oppos- 
ed the scheme of imitation. “It wonld 
mean," Mr. Zangwill declared to the 
court, “sitting idle before the closed gates 
of Zion.” The promised land, he declar. 
ed, was nat at present attainable, and 
the proposed restriction would prevent 
the trust from ameliorating the distress 
of persecuted Jews in many parts of the 
world. In dismissing the petition Justice 
Eve took Mr. Zangwill's view. He. said 
that if he sanctioned the suggested al- 
teration- he wauld be doing lite to inm- 
prove the condition of an oppressed aud
